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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

In the Abstract of 12/12/2003 the terms, "b-D and b-L 2'-C-methyl-nucleosides 
and 2'-C-methyl-3'-0-ester nucleosides" have been replaced by the terms, "2-C-methyl- 
D-ribonolactone". 

In the Title at the top of page 1 of the Specification, the terms, "2 '-Branched 
Nucleosides" have been replaced by the terms, "2-C-methyl-D-ribonolactone". 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest prior art of record, BeMiller et al, teaches the preparation of D- 
Glucosaccharino-l,4-lactone via reaction of D-fructose with calcium hydroxide followed 
by saturation with carbon dioxide and treatment with oxalic acid. The whole process is 
carried out for a time period of ten weeks. The yield of the desired lactone is about 11%. 
The instant process prepares the same product from D-fructose using calcium oxide 
(instead of calcium hydroxide) in a ratio of about 2:1 (calcium oxide:D-Fructose) and 
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gets a higher yield of the product in about 22 hours (see Declaration by Adel Moussa), 
which is not taught or rendered obvious by the prior art of record.
